Chairman Steagall, of the bank- 
ing committee, indorsed the sta’ aent 
that ‘both cooperatives ~and private 
middlemen should continue to operate, 
but declined to express himself upon 
the idea of advancing money to both 
groups at the same interest rate. 

And Chairman Mansfield, of the 
rivers and harbors committee, said 
, that “before they approve the sale 
of the barge lines, they should know 
what is involved.” | 

He recalled that the federal barge 
line was authorized for experimenta- 
ition, and that while that work might 
have been completed on the lower 
Mississippi it had not on the upper 
Mississippi, the Missouri and the Ohio 
rivers. 


Many Eliminations. 

The Shannon committee in all rec- 
ommended more than two-score elimi- 
nations of government businesses. It 
said it found 232 items of industry, 


trade and personal and professional 


services affected by government com- 
petition. 

Among those it proposed to discon- 
tinue were the army transport service, 


/army and 


navy canteens, except in 
isolated localities, the manufacture of 
uniforms and leather goods by the 
army and navy, restaurants in govern- 
ment buildings and at government ex- 
pense. 

It also held that pafcel post rates

Three Farm Relief Bills | FADFRS LOCKED

| WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(4)— 
Out of a busy day of committee work 
on farm relief measures, there emerged 
tonight the indication that no less 


than three separate bills would be re- 
ported to the senate by the middle 
of next week. 

While several details remained to 
be worked out, a banking subcommit- 
tee struggling with the farm mortgage 
problem reached virtual agreement 
upon the Hull plan which would use 
$500,000,000 of federal credit to post- 
pone foreclosures for two years. 

Members of the agriculture commit- 

tee predicted that the Smith bill de- 
signed to cut down 1933 production 
by 3,500,)00 bales through an in- 
genious government cotton pool plan 
would be reported favorably on Sat- 
urday and the domestic allotment bill 
early next week. 
Senators backing the Smith and 
| Hull bills have hope of shoving them 
through to enactment at the present 
session as emergency measures, al- 
though realizing that time is growing 
short and that they have. yet to re- 
ceive the approval of either house. 

Fey, if any. believe, however, that 
the allotment plan, passed by the 
house, will become a law this ses- 
sion in view of the reported opposi- 
tion of President Hoover and the dif- 
ficulty of overriding a veto. 

Nevertheless, the agriculture com- 
mittee will take up that controver- 
sial measure again on Saturday in 
the hope of deciding definitely then 
what commodities should be included 
in it and reporting it to the sen- 
ate early next week.

Leniency in Foreclosure 
Action on Mortgages. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(#)—A 
letter requesting that the federal land 
bank serving Georgia follow the leaa 
of insurance companies in postponing 
farm mortgage foreclesures was sent 
to the head of the system today b3 
Senators George and Russell, of Geor- 
gia. 

“We are informed,” said the let 
ter, addréssed te Paul Bestor, federal 
farm loan commissioner, “that cer- 
tain insurance companies and othe. 
mortgage loan companies doing busi- 
ness in Georgia have given assurance 
that they would withhold foreclosures 
on Georgia farm lands fur the pres- 
ent. 

“The companies reaching this de 
cision have given due consideration to 
existing conditions and their attitude 
is much appreciated by sur people. 

“Foreclosures by the Federal Land 
bank at Columbia, S. C., and the 
joint stock land banks on Georgia 
farms are continuing, according to in 
formation reaching us. We earnestly 
appeal to you to exercise the ful. 
power of your office to induce these 
institutions to withhold foreclosures 
during this period of distress. 

“Foreclosures will resu!t generally 
in the mere transfer of iitle to the 
banks without actual beaefit to the 
banks. In isolated cases, it may be 
possible for the banks to force money 
payments or to make some collection 
through the re-sale of foreclosed farm 
lands. 

“The several land banks and joint 
stock land banks have been given es- 
pecial advantages by the congress 
and we believe that these institutions 
should go farther in an effort to re- 
lieve our people than the insurance 
companies and private murtgage com- 
paneis. 

“We have a full understanding otf 
the obligations of the officers of these 
banks to their stockholders and cred- 
itors. 

“We nevertheless earnestly protest 
the policy now followed by  thesa 
banks, a policy ruinous to farm own- 
ers of the state who have given mort- 
gages on their farms, and without 
profit to the banks themselves.” 

Meanwhile, at the office of the fed- 
eral farm loan board, it was stated 
the board is without authority to 
grant a moratorium of foreclosures 
either generally or in the case of a 
single state. 

For some time it has been the pol- 
icy of the board and its agencies to 
be “lenient” in all cases where fore 
closure appeared probable, officiais 
said, adding the policy has been “to 
prevent foreclosures as far as possi- 
ble by bringing proceediugs only in 
the case of abandonment of mortgage 
lands or in cases where the farmer 
has reached a state of hopeless in- 
solvency.” 


To Beat Extradition to 
North Carolina. 


JAMESTOWN, Tenn., Feb. 8.—(/) 
Driven back at every turn for a year 
and a half, Colonel Luke Lea prepared 
tonight to use his last remaining legal 
weapon—habeas corpus proceedings— 
in an effort to halt his forced retreat 
toward a North Carolina prison cell. 

But even as he waited here for a 
hearing, the time for which has not 
been fixed, his attorneys failed in an 
effort at Tazewell to have bond fixed 
for him and his son, Luke Lea Jr., 
whose extradition to North Carolina 
was ordered yesterday by Governor 
Hill McAlister, 

Criminal Judge J. H. 8S. Morison 
said there were no oificial papers 


showing that the Leas’ extradition had 
been ordered or that they were under 
arrest, and told their counsel that 
“You will have to produce papers be- 
fore I can fix bonds.” 

While under technical arrest, the 
publisher and his son remained at the 
Mark Twain hotel here throughout the 
day. Sheriff J. M. Peavyhouse ap- 
pointed Sar Borum, former Sheriff. 
of Davidson county (Nashville) as a 
special deputy to guard them. 

Convicted at Asheville in 1931 of 
bank law violations, Colonel Lea was 
sentenced to 6 to 10 years’ imprison- 
ment, while the younger Lea was giv- 
en the choice of serving two to six 
years, or yaping $25,000 in fines and 
costs. Appeals through the courts 
were unavailing and their contentions 
against extradition were overruled by 
the governor. 

Circuit Judge Henry B. Brown is- 
sued a writ at Oneida early today, or- 
dering officers having the Leas in cus- 
today to produce them Monday for a 
hearing on their habeas corpus peti- 
tion that alleges violation of their 
constitutional rights by the state of 
North Carolina. 

However, Judge Brown disqualified 
himself to hear the petition and dele- 
gated that duty to Judge Morison, 
who said he would be holding court at 
Jacksboro Monday and could not hear 
the application on that day in James- 
town, as had been’ suggested, but 
would hold it at Jacksboro, if agree- 
able to all parties. 

The Leas’ attorneys left Tazewell 
without revealing their plans. 

Issuance of the governor’s warrant 
yesterday brought the Leas out of 
an extended period of seclusion, dur- 
ing which they kept their whereabouts 
secret for fear of an attempt to “kid- 
nap”’.them and remove them to North 
Carolina, without an opportunity to 
seek a writ of habeas corpus. North 
Carolina representatives have said 
they knew of no “kidnaping” plans 
and would not have countenanced any.

‘MERCURY DECLINES 
13 DEGREES IN HOUR 


Northeast Section, After 
_ Warm Days, Begins To 
Get Severe Cold Sweep- 


ing in From Bleak West 


Ten-degree weather, and maybe 
colder, will clutch Atlanta shortly 
after dawn this morning, bringing 
grave danger, to grain, fruit, vegetable 
and other crops, George W. Mindling, 
Atlanta meteorologist, said Wednes- 
day, as sub-freezing temperatures 
swept into Dixie frém the northwest, 
riding a screeching wind. If the 
thermometer takes advantage of an ex- 


cellent opportunity to go below 7 de- 
grees, the city will experience the most 
severe cold since January 2, 1928, . 

While the weather office would not 
make a prediction beyond today, indi- 
cations, Mr. Mindling said, are that 
the cold wave will be an unwelcome 
visitor for several days and that sub- 
freezing temperatures would prevail 
all day today,.and perhaps through 
Friday. Clear skies were predicted 
for today, with abating winds and no 
bli®ard conditions. A trace of snow 
fell here shortly before noon Wed- 
nesday. 

Peculiar Conditions, 

The entire United States, with the 
exception of the lower tip of the Flor- 
ida. peninsula, was beset with peculiar 
weather conditions Wednesday, with

feeling the worst cold of the winter, 
and the northeast section 6f the coun- 
try watching heat records. of long 
standing toppled.

I am 
confident that it will live up to its 
highest opportunity today in the 
greatest crisis our country has under- 
gone since the Civil War.” In making 
this assertion, the noted sociologist 
and writer reminded his hearers that 
Walter Hines Page in one of his

Leadership Lack Deplored. 


Mr. Ethridge deplored the lack of ri 


leadership which he said existed in 
democratic ranks in congress today 


and predicted the defeat of Senator 
Robinson, of Arkansas, as the leader 
of his party in the upper branch of 
congress. 

‘I believe,” he said, “that Senator 
Robinson will go out as the demo- 
cratic leader on March 4. I believe 
that a new leader will come in.” 

Mr. Feidelson viewed with regret 
the fact that the senate of the United 
States Tuesday surrendered, as he 
termed it, its parliamentary preroga- 
tives, in voting to give such wide 
powers to the incoming president. In 
the senate’s action the Birmingham 


editor said he saw the outright dump- 
ing of governmental responsibilities 


onto the shoulders of Mr. Roose- 

velt, with the slogan, “Let Franklin 

Do It,” uppermost in its intention. 
Debts Important Question. 

Mr. Harris said that much of the 
democratic party’s future will be vital- 
ly affected by the questions of foreign 
debts. ‘Does there exist,” he asked, 
“some alchemy by whieh the United 
States can raise its tariff walls and 
at the same time expect a ful] settle- 
ment of the loans made to European 
nations?” 

As viewed by Mr. Harris, the fu- 
ture of the party “depends on _ its 
method of handling the debts, the 
tariff, the plight of the farmer, the 
railroad situation, the problems of 
banking and currency, the power 
issue, the bonus prepayment, the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, un- 
employment relief, and the budget.’ 

“As I see it,”’ he told the insti- 
tute, “the future of the democratic 
party depends on whether or not it 
realizes its responsibilities, and meets 
them by direct and courageous action, 
unhampered by selfish political influ- 
ence and unmoved by the pleas or 
threats of privilege.” 

Debate at Luncheon. 

While the address of Dr. Odum 
opening the first session of the Geor- 
gia Press Institute was regarded as 
the outstanding feature of the joint 
program Wednesday, interest centered 
largely in the spirited debate started 
during the luncheon when Miss Hodg- 
son, one of the best-informed students 
of political science in the south, de- 
livered a talk in which she sounded 
a clarion call for a “mind-your-own- 
business” policy on the part of the 
United States, linking this recom- 
mendation with a plea for disarma- 
ment, which was met squarely. by 
Mr. Windsor, who asserted that the 
surest means of permanent peace was 
not in disarmament, but in retention 
of armaments by leading nations of 
the world. 

An international policy of co-opera- 
tion among nations, as offered by the 
League of Nations and the World 
Court, was suggested by Miss Hodg- 
son as a means of economic recovery 
and a return to peace. 

“I would suggest a simple workable 


| policy which would be international, 
_national, state and local in operation,” 


| she said.

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“Public opinion must be 
unified to be crystallized and placed 
before the people. Our women’s clubs 
and other women’s organizations 
should seek some means of bringing 
about such a policy, through the me- 
dium of organization.

“the world has seen only 268 years 
of actual peace. 

“During these 34 centuries there 
have been some 8,000 peace treaties 
signed to ‘endure until eternity.’ How 
is it possible that we ciaim to 0: 
making p ss with such a record 
as that? . explanation is that ali 
those 8,000 treaties were made by 
those persons we call statesmen.” 

The speaker, also an engineer c‘ 
repute, applied what he termed “cer- 
tain inflexible principles” of reason- 
ing to the theory that: to make the 
world safe nations must :educe ‘their 
— and caused a stir when he next 
said : 

“The principle upon which a re- 
duction of armament rests is that, all 
other things being equal, a reduction 
of armaments tends to  tucrease the 
fighting power of numerivally greater 
nations. If it were possible to reduce 
the armaments down to zerv, Russia 
would emerge, with the possible ex- 
ception of China, as the strongest na- 
tion in the world and could then 
spread and disseminiate bolshevisn: 
and communism’ throughout the 
world. The overwhelming superiorit) 
of France and her allies has euused 
the maintenance of peace in Europe 
since the war. A reduction of arma- 
ments now would tend to bring war 
closer instead of removing the dan- 


Increasing of Man Power. 

While the round-table audience— 
composed largely of women members 
of organizations sponsoring reduction 
of armaments—sat silent, Mr. Wind- 
sor’s next utterance supported his 
principle of increasing the man-powel! 
danger of uations through disarma- 
ment. 

“Wars,” he warned, “are not caused 
by armaments alone. We must get at 
the real cause of war. It is easily 
seen that a disarmed Poland would be 
more vulnerable to attack from a dis- 
armed Russia than would England. 

“Aside from Russia there are six 
great nations in the world today upon 
which the responsibility for world 
peace rests. ‘Three of these nations— 
England, France and the United 
States—are willing to stand pat on 
what they possess. The other three 
are over-populated and every one hus 
declared to the rest of the world in 
one way or another its determination 
to get some more territory. Germany, 
Italy and Japan are the three nations 
that are not satisfied with what they 
have got, and they are determined to 
find more land for their congested 
population. Peace can be pre- 
served and maintained onity Dy tae 
strict enforcement of law.” 

At this juncture there was a mur- 
mur‘of dissent. Mrs. Sinclair Jacobs, 
president of the Atlanta League otf 
Women Voters, said:. 

“I don't agree with you, Mr, Wind- 
sor. As long as we build up arma- 
ments. we shall rely upon them.” 
Mrs. Jacobs said that public opinion 
must be further accented through the 
medium of the boycott, if necessary, in 
international affairs. 

Miss Hodgson also disagreed with 
the exponent of large armaments, 

Odum Principal Speaker. 

At the night session, which was 
largely attended, despite the subfreez- 
ing temperature, Dr. Odum, a native 
of Georgia and one of the most out- 
standing sociologists in the United 
States, was principal speaker. 

“America’s development of social 
machinery,” he said, “has lagged far 
behind its dvelopment of physical re- 
sources. Special studies of various 
regions indivate that while the south 
probably entered the depression ear- 
lier than other regions, there 1s ev1- 
dence that it is coming out earlier.

Invitation to White 
House Conference. 


TALMADGE PLANS 
TO ATTEND PARLEY 


Governor Eugene Talmadge, of 
Georgia, will attend the conference 
in Washington Marca 6, which 
was called by resident-elect 
Roosevelt to map a program in 
which the governmental units 
would assist in a drive to regain 
prosperity. 

“It’s a good move, and I'll be 
there,” was all Governor Talmadge 
would say. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—(4)—Large 
attendance at the Weite House con- 


ference March 6 between Franklin D 
Roosevelt and the various state gov- 
ernors was indicted today as word of 
the president-elect’s invitation reach- 
ed the state capitals. 

A few state executives zaid sessions 
of their legislatures would prevent 
them from attending, a few said they 
would not go, but most of them hoped 
to attend. The Roosevelt letter calling 
the conference likewise met both praise 
and criticism. 

Although the agenda outlined by 
Mr. Roosevelt was broad. expressions 
of some of the governors’ indicated 
they would take advantage of the of- 
fer to broaden the scope of the con- 
versations. 

The independent republican gover- 
nor of Pennsylvania, Gifford Pinchot, 
at whose home Mrs. itocsevelt was 
recently a dinner guest, termed the con- 
ference “one of the best things that 
has happened fur years in American 
public life. 

Buck Accepts. 

A republican, C. Douglass Buck, of 
Delaware, was one of the first to 
announce his intention ef attending. 

Two western democrats, William H. 
Murray, of Oklahoma, and Edwin UC. 
Johnson, of Colorado, turned in their 
refusals early. 

“Tf my ideas were not the same as 
those of the new president, I would 
be charged with trying to embarrass 
him,” said “Alfalfa Bill,” adding that: 

“It is his administration and the 
responsibility for it is on him.” 

Johnson said he would remain at 
home and “tend to my knitting.” De- 
claring he dia not believe in “junkets,” 
Johnson said “‘the state would save 
many dollars during the next two 
years keeping public officials at 
home.” 

A. Harry Moore, of New Jersey, a 
democrat, said he would take with him 
to Washington several thoughts to add

Proposal To Use Govern- 
ment-Owned Cotton for 
Control Lauded. 


The Georgia Bankers Association, 


through its agricultural committee, has 


given its unqualified indorsement to 
the plan for using government-owned 
cotton to control 1933 production. 

H. Grady Langford, chairman of the 
bankers’ agricultural committee, Wed- 
nesday wired Senators Walter F. 


'George and Richard B. Russell Jr., as 


follows: “Georgia bankers greatly 
gratified by new proposal espousing 
production control by use of govern- 
This plan in our 
judgment affords greater advantages 
to cotton states than all other farm 
relief measures combined, Paramount 
importance to get measure enacted be- 
fore congress adjourns.” 

Their replies expressing apprecia- 
tion of the bankers’ views on the sub- 
ject indicate that this measure is re- 
ceiving the most serious consideration 
from immediate enactment. 

H. Lane Young, chairman of the ag- 
ricultural commission of the American 
Bankers Association, has written the 
president of every state bankers as- 
sociation in the cotton belt, urging 
them to exert every means at their 
command to secure the support of 
their respective state delegations in 
congress. In this letter Mr. Young 
says: 
“This plan has been worked out by 
the cotton manufacturers, cotton co- 
operative associations, independent 
growers, government agencies and 
members of congress. . 

“If this bil. can be enacted into 
law at this session of congress all 
government agencies and many inde- 
pendent agencies dealing with cotton 
farmers are ready to present it to in- 
dividuals and groups of cotton farm- 
ers throughout the entire belt. 

“It is believed that the farmers 
will respond to this opportunity to 
control production in 1933. 

“You will remember what a boost 
it gave to cotton prices when the Au- 
gust & forecast of cotton production 
was made in 1932. If we can use 
three million bales of government 
cotton to curtail production this year 
by that amount, I believe the south 
will go over the top and that the ques- 
tionable domestic allotment plan on 
cotton at least will not be needed. 

“T am informed by reliable sources 
that if something is not done to pre- 
vent it, there will be a considerable 
increase in cotton acreage throughout 
the belt this year. With present con- 
ditions this would be hazardous.”

The action of the senate in in- 
serting in the treasury-postoffice 
appropriation bill a provision ex- 
tending to the incoming president 
broad powers to reorganize, consoli- 
date and abolish departments and 
bureaus, opens the way for real 
progress towards economy and in- 
creased efficiency in the federal gov- 


1933. 


ernment. see 
Under the Jaw such authority is 


lodged solely in congress, and the 
senate, in order to make the pro- 
posed transfer of authority consti- 
tutional, limits its duration to two 
years and classifies it as an emer- 
gency step made necessary by the 
general economic depression. 

The exclusive privilege of deci- 
sion on the structure of the gov- 
ernment machinery has heretofore 
been zealously guarded by congress. 
The present unwieldy and unbusi- 
nesslike governmental structure is 
the outgrowth of the political in- 
fluences which have played a largely 
controlling part in the creation and 
continuance of many governmental 
activities of but little or no value to 
the public. 

The federal government, as now 
constructed, is largely a mushroom, 
inefficient and top-heavy conglom- 
eration of overlapping and conflict- 
ing depar.ments, bureaus, boards 
and commissions. It is vitally in 
need of the application of the prun- 
ing knife, and it is permission for 
the incoming president to peyform 
this operation, that is contemplated 
in the action taken by the senate. 

The treasury-postoffice bill, con- 
taining this clause, now goes to con- 
ference, with. encouraging indica- 
tions that the house will agree to 
the proposal passed by an over- 
whelming majority by the senate. 

Should the action of the senate 
be concurred in by the house, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt will be authorized 
to overhaul completely the machin- 
ery of the government. Since con- 
gress has always hitherto refused to 
grant such authority to the presi- 
dents, its relinquishment now of one 
of its most zealously guarded pre- 
rogatives will be outstanding evi- 
dence of its faith in the executive 
ability and the traits of leadership 
of the -incoming president. 


THE GOVERNOR’S CONFERENCE.

after its own public affairs, practi- 
cally without 
Washington. Gradually, more and 
more control has been assumed by 
the federal government with the re- 
sult that it is now an overgrown, 
cumbersome machine, while the 
state governments, stripped of many 
responsibilites of their former activ- 
ities, have deteriorated to the point 
where their operation is controlled 
more for political expediency than 
efficient service to the people. 

It is entirely possible that the 
governors’ conference may mark 
the definite turning point from cen- 
tralization of government in Wash- 
ington back towards the former sys- 
tem under which each state attend- 
ed almost entirely to its own public 
affairs. 


A CITY’S HEALTH FIRST. 

Warning of what may be expected 
as a result of the pollution of the 
streams in and around Atlanta as the 
result of the city’s antiquated and 
inadequate sewage disposal system 
is to be found in a ruling of the 
supreme court of Ohio requiring the 
town of Van Wert to obey the order 
of the state department of health 
to construct a sewage-treatment 
plant. 

Despite the order of the health 
department, the voters of Van Wert 
some months ago voted down a 
bond issue for the construction of 
a plant which would end a grow- 
ing threat to the health conditions 
along the streams into which its 
sewage was being dumped. 

The state health officials applied 
for a mandamus to enforce its order 
and the city pleaded poverty and 
pointed out that an additional tax 
levy for this purpose would carry 
the rate beyond the legal limit. 

The controversy was taken by 
the health board to the supreme 
court of the state, the judgment of 
which is that a city’s health must 
be its first consideration. 

While the health department of 
Georgia is not given as sweeping 
authority as is the case in Ohio, 
there are no more exacting laws on 
the statute books of the state than 
those prohibiting the pollution of 
streams. 

Sooner or later, unless Atlanta 
ceases dumping raw sewage into the 
Streams flowing out of Fulton coun- 
ty, the matter will be brought be- 
fore the courts, which will have no 
alternative than to mandamus the 
city. 

Atlanta has already spent a half 
million dollars for the preparation 
of a topographical map of the sur- 
rounding territory, and a bill has 
been introduced by Senator Sims 
calling for the creation of a metro- 
politan sewer district and providing 
the legal machinery for the con- 
Struction of an adequate sewer 
system. 

As the result of the offer of the 
county board to turn over to the 
city a large number of convicts and 
the necessary machinery, and the 
inclusion the city budget of 
$350,000 for this purpose, several

miles of sewers can be constructed 
this year, but this will hardly be 
a start to the amount of work nec- 
essary to be done before the pol- 
lution of all the streams in the 
county is ended.

In fact, 
when one examines the German eco- 
nomic situation closely, one finds that 
there is a considerable improvement. 

We should not lose sight of the 
fact that the depression started in 
Germany and that for a few months, 
in the middle of last year, the reich 
seemed on the verge of collapse, even 
the most optimistic were losing their 
nerves. It is quite different now. 
With the German people, it should 
not be forgotten either, optimism is 
not the moral phenomenon that it is 
in England. The Germans have a 
technical mentality. They are ob- 
jective. They only believe in facts. 
Victor Bosch, the great industrialist 
of Stutgart, writes: “The recovery 
of Germany economically is truly re- 
markable. If it is not stronger, this 
is due to the lack of confidence in the 
stability of conditions. ... Yet with 
a little more patience, I expect to 
see some prodigious changes in the 
near future.”

M. Demuth, first syndic of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of Berlin, declares: 
“The year 1933, we are practically 
certain, will be a better year than 
1932. The signs are abundant;

grade,” 


Where It Is 


Coldest. 


Many people think that the coldest 
spots on earth would be at the north 
and south poles. This is not so, 
however, for the coldest spot in the 
northern hemisphere is really in Si- 
beria. This is situated west of Ver- 
khoyansk, about 200 miles inland 
from the Lena river. This region 
has the lowest mean annual tempera- 
ture of any place in which records 
have been taken. It can boast of a 
record of 90 degrees Fahrenheit -be- 
low Zero, or 122 degrees of frost! Its 
usual minimum temperature during 
January is not above 60 degrees Fah- 
renheit. Temperature records for the 
southern polar regions are not com- 
plete, but it is considered that the 
coldest area is in the highlands of 
the antarctic continent, some distance 
from the south pole. 

The reasons for this cu.‘sus state 
of affairs are to be found in the fact 
that water, which, although coated 
with ice, is present round about the 
north pole, has a warming effect. A 
region distant from the sea :n Siberia 
thus experiences a greater degree of 
cold. Altitude also affects tempera- 
ture, and so it is the elevated lands 
in the antarctic region that have a 
a temperature than the south pole 
itself.

Proper Solution of Public Problems 
Being Prevented by Lack of Sincere 
Co-operation, Holds Robert C. Mizell 


Editor Constitution: The situation 
in Atlanta is like that in most other 
large cities. The property tax, which 
is the primary support of the munici- 
pal government, does not produce, 
under present conditions, enough 
money to pay for: 

1. The necessary protective services 
of the police, fire and health depart- 
ment, including water supply and 
charity hospitals. 

2. Interest and sinking fund for 
bonded indebtedness. 

3. The publie schools. 

In Atlanta the situation is aggra- 
vated by che fact that under our 
peculiar system the city government 
gets less than 55 cents of each prop- 
erty tax dollar paid by its citizens, 
the remainder going to county and 
state governments. This is a very 
niggardly division with the city gov- 
ernment which provides the greater 
part of the governmental services re- 
ceived by its citizens. 

It is further aggravated by the fact 
that the unreasonableness of our tax 
rates does not permit enforcement of 
collections from intangible property, 
thus making the burden on real estate 
and personal property greater. 

The Atlanta problem is still more 
complicated because the city govern- 
ment went into the depression with a 
floating indebtedness and is not oper- 
ating on a cash basis. 

Steps Taken Elsewhere, 

Other states are meeting the situa- 
tion by dividing income taxes, sales 
taxes, etc., with the local government. 
In some states, as much as 50 per 
cent of the income tax collections are 
given back to the communities from 
which they originated. There is a 
growing tendency to prorate the high- 
way funds with the local funds, Still 
other states have assumed the entire 
support of the public schools. 

It should now be clear to everyone 
that the city of Atlanta, from the tax 
sources available, cannot much long- 
er support a school system. This is 
a fact which must be faced. 

The attempts which have been made 
to meet the local situation are these: 

1. The ctiy government has cut sal- 
aries of employes, in many cases too 
low. 

2. The city has reduced its opera- 
tions to the danger point.

3. The assessments have been held 
unreasonably high with resulting de- 
struction of property values. 

4. No provision has been made for 
the floating indebtedness. 

The city employes and the property 
owners, in most cases, have accepted 
the sacrifices demanded of them with 
good spirit. Nevertheless, their sacri- 
fices will not preserve the school sys- 
tem. As long as Atlanta property is 
required to varry an unreasonable part 
of the tax load of county and state 
governments, neither the city employes 
by accepting far greater salary cuts, 
nor the taxpayers by accepting even 
higher assessments, nor both acting 
together, can preserve for the people of 
Atlanta all of their public services. 

A Short-Sighted Policy. 

The school authorities have attempt- 
ed, perhaps in desperation, certainly 
with a short-sighted policy, to main- 
tain the school system by demanding 
an increase in the percentage of the 


by law. The meat from the turkey 
has already been picked and contesting 
with other city employes over the 
scraps will avail nothing. Even though 
the law asked for be enacted, the pro- 
posed remedy is entirely inadequate. 

Some of the city employes asked 
with great pertinence what good a 
model school system would do them 
if they were unable to provide food 
and clothes for their children in the 
schools. We may ask what will 30 
per cent of the revenue avail’ the 
schools if the police, fire and health 
departments be seriously impaired, 

Certainly we must have schools, but 
the problem before us is much more 
serious fhan that of the schools alone. 
It is not to be solved by one group 
taking from another group. It might 
be solved if all of our groups could 
lay aside their suspicions and petty 
jealousies and come _ together in a 
spirit of sincere co-operation. 

That which stands most in the way 
of solution, that which presents a real 
danger to the future of our city is 
the old thought of striving for the self- 
ish advantage of the individual or the 
group. No publie question is decided 
on its merits. The deciding factor 
seems to be its possible relation to 
personal or group politics.

Health Talks

RUN AROUND TO FELON. 

Acute inflammation and suppura- 
tion or pus formation around the edge 
or root of a nail is called “run 
around,” or medically paronchia. 
Usually the germs (Staphylococcus or 
Streptococcus) gain entrance through 
a small tear or break of the skin 
at the side of the nail—a “hang nail.’ 
Hence the importance of applying 
jodin to any such “hang nail” or oth- 
er slight puncture or cut or break of 
the skin the moment the injury oc- 
curs or is noticed. Having applied 
the first aid disinfectant, immediate- 
ly seal the wound against subsequent 
contamination or infection by apply- 
ing a coat of flexible ecollodion or a 
covering of adhesive plaster or a clean 
finger cot. Pin or needle punctures 
are ®ften the cause of “run around.” 
Do not seal such a wound if there 
is any appreciable swelling, inflam- 
mation or throbbing pain; such symp- 
toms call for opening or at least drain- 
age, say by means of large hot an- 
tiseptic hypertonic baths or moist 
dressings. (Teaspoonful boric acid, 
two or three teaspoonfuls common salt 
to each pint water). Best a soaking 
of the finger or whole hand an hour 
or two in such a bath, then the 
dressing. 

If the infection is deeper, say in 
a tendon sheath, it is called thecitis, 
or more commonly felon or whitlow. 
Sometimes the infection is even deep- 
er than the tendon sheath, under the 
periosteum or the membrane cover- 


ing the bone. Tendon sheath sup- 
puration is bad enough but a bone 
whitlow is worse,

BRITAIN IS UNDECIDED 
ON LUMP SUM OFFER 

LONDON, Feb. 8.—(UP)—A lump 
sum payment in all probability will 
be the British offer at the forthcom- 
ing war debt conference in Washing- 
ton. but “disclosures” as to the prob- 
able amount are the “merest guess- 
work,” it was indicated authoritative- 
ly today. 

It was understood, however, that 
the cabinet’s war debt committee ten- 
tatively had decided that the British 
delegation should be empowered to of- 
fer the United States immediate 
liquidation of the outstanding amount 
due on the British principal, if Ameri- 
ca is willing to reduce it to a “mutual- 
ly satisfactory” and final figure. 

In other words. they want a lump 
sum payment as the final figure, but 
will be willing to talk about that “fi- 
nal figure” at Washington. 

The total amount due at fe mo- 
ment is $4,368,000,000 due in 52 an- 
nuities, but, as has been pointed out, 
if it were to be allowed to run to that 
end, interest and services would dou- 
ble that figure. 

The British would rather pay up 
on a diseounted basis at once, rather 
than pay so dearly for letting the 
loans run. it was indicated. However, 
well informed observers generally 
doubted that the British would agree

Death in that- fashion comes slow- 
ly and the parents must be subjected 
to the agony of waiting—perhaps 
days, even weeks—but there remains 
one ray of iy that the doctor 
reached their babies in time. 

Late yesterday Jimmy Doss, 3, and 
his brother, Clayton, 2. were. playing 
nbout the house and found the box 
of poison tablets. They thought it 
was candy. 

Some time later their mother, Mrs. 
James Doss, discovered nine tablets 
were missing. Panic’ seized her. 
Jimmy nonchalantly confirmed her 
worst fears. 

“Sure, me eat three,” he informed 
her, “and Clayton, he eat lots more 


than that.” 


They were hurried to a_ hospital 
and Dr. R. ©. Maddox washed out 
their stomachs. Then he fed them 
whites of eggs in hopes that would 
counteract the poison. 

No one knows just how long the 
poison had been in the stomachs be- 
fore medtcal aid was given and that 
lack of knowledge affords the one 
bright ray of hope. 

“I am hopeful we can save them,” 
Dr. Maddox told newspapermen late 
today. “There is a probability they 
swallowed the tablets not more than 
an hour before they reached the hos- 
pital. In that case, I am very hope- 


Meanwhile, he is limiting their diet 
to sweet milk, hopeful of finding that 
a counteracting force. 

If the poison has taken effect, there 
will be indications by Friday, he said. 
Even should it prove fatal, they might 
linger for a week or longer, Dr. Mad- 
dox explained, 

The boys felt slight sickness last 
night but they were feeling fine this 
morning, so they were taken back 
to their home. 

All the ado about them puzzles 
them greatly and they can't under- 
stand why their mother won't let 
them eat lots of things and play out- 
doors.

AUGUSTA, Ga. Feb. 8.—()— 
Slavery was not “a divine institution” 
and the negroes are not “an inferior 
people,” W. W. Alexander of Atlan- 
ta, secretary of the interracial com- 
mission of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. South, told fellow churchmen 
today in taking issue with what he 
termed “two false philosophies that 
have misled us.” 

He spoke at the joint Paine Col- 
lege jubilee celebration and the annual 
meeting of the general Methodist mis- 
sionary council, 

“The Southern Methodist church is 
not working with any people in the 
world of a higher order than the ne- 
groes,” he asserted. ‘The best prod- 
ucts of Paine College equal in abil- 
ity and character the best products of 
our schools in China, Japan, Korea 
and America.”

THOMASVILLE, Ga., Feb. 8.—A 
reduction in light and power rates ay- 
eraging about 15 per cent or a saving 
to light and power users of this city 
of approximately $19,000 on the basis 
of 1932 figures, has been submitted 


to city council by Alderman W. A. 
Watt, chairman of the light and wa- 
ter committee, Superintendent D. R. 
Pringle, of the plant, having prepared 
the schedule of new rates on the basis 
of prospective revenue for the ensuing 
year. 

The proposed new rates for com- 
mercial and residential lighting will 
be 8 cents for the first 30 K. W. 
For the next 170 K. W. hours 
it will be 6 cents and on the next 300 
K. W. hours 5 cents with a rate of 
21-2 cents on all over 500 hours. 
The first 30 K. W hours for cook- 
ing schedules will be 7 cents, next 170 
3 cents and all over 200 at 2.2 cents. 
The new rates become effective on 
March 1 bills, 

In addition to the reduction in elec- 
tric rates, an ordinance to reduce li- 
cense rates in this city provides for a 
reduction of 26 per cent over the spec- 
ified rates if paid before March 1! 
Fifteen per cent will be deducted if 
paid before March 31, and the net rate 
after April 1. 

The Thomasville light and power 
plant is a municipally-owned institu- 
tion which has a remarkable’ record 
for service and earnings. 


CARRIER REGULATION 
HELD VITAL PROBLEM 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., Feb. &8.— 
One of the most pressing problems in 
the state is the regulation of commer- 
cial carriers using the public highways 
and the legislature should take steps 
to pass measures during the present 
session which will give more equitable 
taxation for every carrier, in the opin- 
ion of W. R. Frier Jr., editor of the 
Bartow Herald, official organ of Bar- 
tow county, published in Cartersville.

WILLS TESTIMONY 


Doubt First Expressed as 
to Identity of Stranger 
on Carma Bared. 


LONG BEACH, Cal., Feb. 8.—(/) 
Existence of a doubt in the mind of 
Cuthbert Wills, principal state wit- 
ness in the murder trial of William 
J. Guy, that the youthful adventurer 
was the stranger who boarded the 
yacht Carma the night Captain Walter 
Wanderwell was killed, was uncovered 
today by the defense. 

Eugene McGann, chief defense 
counsel, brought an admission from 
the witness that hardly 24 hours aft- 
er the murder he was unable to identi- 
fy Guy positively as the Carma's visi- 


tor. : 

Shifting back and forth in his chair, 
his face reddening occasionally under 
the fire of defense questions, Wills ex- 
plained he failed to identify Guy at 
first because of what sounded to him 
like a different accent in the voice of 
the suspect. 

On. redirect examination, the state 
asked Wills if anyone had told him to 
identify Guy. The witness smiled 
readily and answered, “No, of course 


The exchange between McGann and 
Wills previously had been enlivened 
by an effort on the part of the de- 
fense to show that Wills had engaged 
in a dispute with one of the state wit- 
nesses over testimony and that Wills’ 
wife had been in the courtroom tak- 


ing notes. 
Witnesses have been confined in a 


structed not to enter the courtroom 
to listen to the testimony of others 
or discuss it with them. 

The witness, a slender, precise man, 
was the engineer of the Carma when 
Captain Wanderwell, globe  trotter 
and travel promoter, was slain aboard 
it the night of December 5. The 
state regarded his testimony of prime 
importance because- he talked with 
a stranger who first appeared at a 
porthole of the ship about 8:40 p. m., 
inquiring for Wanderwell. 

Wills related that he took the 
stranger to the captain and ten min- 
utes later heard a shot. Rushing for- 
ward, he found the body of the cap- 
tain with a bullet in the back. The 
stranger had disappeared. He picked 


as the stranger. 
Following up the attempt to break 


down Wills’ identification of Guy, 
McGann asked him whether he had 
gone to Los Angeles December 6 and 
was shown a picture of a suspect. 
Wills said he had and that he failed 
to recognize any likeness between the 
picture and the face of the stranger. 

He said he also Jooked over a num- 
ber of suspects and saw a man who 
looked like the stranger on the ship, 
but when he spoke his voice didn’t 
have the same accent, a German ac- 
cent, the stranger had, so failed to 
pick out the man. 

On redirect examination, the state 
brought out that Wills was positive 
of the identification of Guy, although 
the suspect had changed his voice 
from the manner in which he spoke 
while inqyiring for Wanderwell.

CULBERTSON ON CONTRACT 


BY ELY CULBERTSON, 
World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Analyst. 


Inferential Forces 


This is the fourth of a series of articles 
by Mr. Culbertson, dealing with the addt- 
tions and refinements made necessary in 
contract bidding by the new scoring. The 
principles of the Culbertson system remain 
unchanged, but the changes made hy the 
lawmakers created new conditions, with 
which these articles «epecifically deal. 


In addition to the strictly forcing 
bids in the Culbertson system, which 
partner may not pass, there are a 
number of bids and bidding situations 
which, by correctly drawn inferences, 


are forcing. Good players instinctive- 
ly recognize these inferential forces 
and respond to them as readily as 
they do to the bids which in them- 
selves compel a further bid. Infer- 
ential forces usually occur in situa- 
tions where the hand making the in- 
ferential force is in doubt whether 
the cards held by him and his partner 
should be played in a game at no- 
trump or at a suit previously named. 
and in other cases may require a se- 
lection between suits, even at such 
‘times as a jump rebid has not been 
made by the opening hand. 

An example of an inferential force, 
requiring a choice by the opening bid- 
der between a game contract at no- 
trump and a game contract at spades 
is shown 1n the hand below:

The steel idustry’s output ratio, 
as anticipated, showed a slight reces- 
sion due mostly to smaller automobile 
orders, and electric power production 
figures last week registered a larger 
decline, as compared with a year ago, 
than had occurred in’ the previous 
week. 

American Telephone continued to 
receive support from covering hy 
shorts. Firmness of this leader stif- 
fened the list acainst weakness of the 
tobaceos. Selling in that group 
brought exireme losses of 1 to 2 
points which, however, were reduced. 

Oils hardly looked fearful of fur- 
ther price-cutting. Utilities continued 
firm.

General Motors sales to American 
consumers last month came to 50,6538 
cars, compared with 19,992 in Decem- 
ber and 47,942 in January, 1932, the 
first improvement over the previous 
year since July, 1931. 

Cars sold to American dealers 
jumped to 72.274 from 44.101 in De- 
cember; this pick-up in business 
doubtless had much to do with main- 
tenance of the common § stock divi- 
dend.

Judge Grants Papers to War 
Objector Despite High 
Precedent. 


LIMA, Ohio, Feb. 8.—(4)—A chal- 
lenge to the United States supreme 
court decision in the famous MclIn- 
tosh and Bland citizenship cases came 
today from Judge E. E. Everett, of 
the Allen county pleas court. 


Over the protest of Edward J. 


Kennedy, a federal naturalization in- 
apector, Judge Everett yesterday 
granted Uinited States citizenship to 
John FP. Klassen, 46, despite his re- 
fusal to swear that he would bear 
arms, if necessary, in defense of the 
constitution. 

Klassen, a Russian who came to 
the United States in 1924 and now 
is professor of arts at Bluffton Col- 
lege, said that portion of the oath of 
allegiance would violate his religious 
principles, Judge Everett then per- 
mitted him to swear that he would 


defend the constitution “by rendering | 


any service other than actually bear- 
ing arms.” : 

Klassen said he willingly would 
serve in a non-combatant capacity in 
the event of war. He served in the 
Red Cross with the Russian army in 
the World War and participated as 
a non-combatant in the Russian revo- 
lution. 

Judge Everett, who rejected appli- 
cations from both Klassen and his 
wife last September 27 because of 
their refusal to take the oath without 
reservations, asserted he would not 
have awarded the citizenship at this 
time had Klassen been of military age. 


RULING IS AGAINST 
SUPREME COURT STAND 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(#)— 
Regardless of age, the supreme court 
said unequivocally on May 25, 1931, 
that an applicant for citizenship must 
take an oath to fight for this coun- 
try if that becomes necessary. 

The decision was close, four jus- 
tices dissenting. but the other five 
decreed the oath to bear arms must 
“ taken without any mental reserva- 
ion, 

Professor Douglas MacIntosh, Yale 
theology professor. had said he would 
be willing to fight for the United 
States only if he felt the cause were 
Just. 

Marie A. Bland. one-time war 
nurse, said she would not be willing 
to fight but would gladly serve in 
a non-combatant capacity. Both Mac- 
Eiresh and Miss Bland were Cana- 
dians,

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Feb. 8.—()

Incoming President May Exercise 
Power To Vacate Postmasterships 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Al- 
though comparatively few postmaster- 
ships will become vacant in Georgia 
during the Roosevelt administration. 
the new president will have the power 
to remove any and all postmasters 
now holding office if he chooses to 
exercise that power. 

The supreme court in 1926 held 
that the. president is empowered by 
the constitution to remove any execu- 
tive officer appointed by him with 
the adviee and consent of the sen- 
ate, “and this power is not subject 
in its exercise to the assent of the 
senate nor can it be made so by act 
of congress.” 

The court further held that’ the 
power of removal was an incident of 
the power to appoint, and that such 
incident did not extend the senate’s 
power of checking appointments, to 
removals. 

The United States supreme court 


held that section 6 of the act of July 
12, 1876, providing that postmasters 
of the first, second and third classes 
shall be appointed and may be re- 
moved by the president by and with 
the advice and consent of the senate 
and shall hold their offices for four 
years unless sooner removed or sus- 
pended according to law, was uncon- 
stitutional in its attempt to make 
the president's power of removal de- 
pendent upon consent of the senate. 

As neither President-elect Roose- 
velt nor any of his major political 
lieutenants have as yet indicated what 
policy will be followed by the new 
chief executive in the matter of pat- 
ronage distribution, it is not known 
whether Mr. Roosevelt will exercise 
the power given him by the court’s 
decision. His power of removal of 
postmasters is clear, however, and it 
may be that he will exercise it a 
greater or lesser degree.

TO KEEP PEACE, 


BERLIN, Feb. 8.—The idea of an 
internationalized army to keep the 
peace among the turbulent nations 
and to enforce the League of Nations’ 
decrees finds no favor with General 
Hans Von Seeckt, ex-commander-in- 
chief of the German republican army 
with a brilliant record in various the- 
aters of the World War.

Britons Fly 5,348 Miles 
Non-Stop; Others Pro- 
ceed on Major Flights.

Two officers of the British Royal 
Air Force, Squadron Leader VO. R. 
Gayford and Flight Lieutenant G. E. 
Nicholetts, set a new -world’s non-stop 
long-distance air record Wednesday 
by flying 5,348 miles from Cranwell, 
England, to Walfish Bay, Union of 
South Africa.
